The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 

specification at paragraph 26 indicates that the current source depicted in fig. 3 is 

constructed in a known manner, but the figure is not itself described or labeled as -prior 
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art". Claim 2 appears redundant, since claim 1 already defines a compensation 
resistor having a negative temperature coefficient. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Refer to fig. 1 of Hanna. A differential amplifier 20 is disclosed including two 
amplifier transistors 22,24 arranged in parallel that may be read as the like elements 
claimed and their emitters are connected by a resistor 26 that may have a negative 
temperature coefficient (see lines 25-36 of col. 5) and may thus be read as the 
compensation resistor claimed. Node 30 connects the emitters to what may be read as 
the common emitter line claimed to a current source 28. The current provided is 
however not independent of temperature as claimed, and it would not have been 
obvious to utilize a temperature independent current source because the current 
variations are designed to be compensated by the temperature dependent resistor 26 
as described in the above noted passage.
